Various efforts 
haT» been made, and many theories suggest 
ed, to arrest An evil so injurious to the opera¬ 
tions and character of an Army. None hare 
succeeded! The* benevolent intention of the 
act of Congress of last winter, which took 
from the offence tho penalty of death, and in 
obedience to the spirit of which, all past of¬ 
fences of the-kind’ were by you directed to be 
forgiven, ba* bad no restraining, no salutary 
effect. I am not an advocate for the severity 
of penalties. The hope of reward, more fre¬ 
quently titan the fear of punishment, operates 
beneficially upon mankind. A resort to both 
might be serviceable. While penalties cor¬ 
responding to the bfiture of the offence, might 
be imposed upon delinquents, the faithful and 
gOOdeoMier should be cheered by the expec¬ 
tation of reword. To this end, an authority 
to make somo reasonable compensation to 
those' who obtain an honourable discharge 
should be granted.

Waa DxpAKTMEjir, 1st Dec. 

To the President of the United States: 

Bia: I have the honor to make known to 
you the operations of this Department during 
the present year, and to oiler such sugges¬ 
tions si appear to me necessary to he presents 
ad. The Army, at the different positions it 
has occupied along, our western and southern 
frontiers, hat beeu engaged in preserving qui¬ 
et in those quarters, and has fully succeeJod. 
Fear* were entertained of# sczjous rupture 
with some qf our northwestern tribes of In¬ 
dians: hat .the presence of a military force, 
and the exercise of a proper discretion on the 
partoftkoseto whom the trust of reconciling 
them wtu con 8/led, has had the effect to pre¬ 
vent it, |nd peace has been the consequence 
Similar Apprehensions have recently been en¬ 
tertained of the Indians who reside on ‘our 
southwestern boundary, and precautionary 
steps hive been taken to prevent any acta of 
hostility. The vigilance, intelligwifi** and dis¬ 
cretion of our officers induce a belief it 
their Htcrtioos, theae distant tribes .can

Jbdgrocntx were the means employed, No| 
threat was used; no intimidation attempted 
Under these circumstances a treaty was made 
apd signed, more than 8,000 Indians being in 
attendance at fee time. Amongst them was 
great apparent unanimity. Some did object 
and were dissatisfied, but not as it regarded 
the general policy of Ires ting .but because they 
believed themselves entitled to obtain, and 
werfl solicitous to procure large reservations. 
Tho number thus influenced was small, Since 
that time active efforts hate been made in fee 
nation to produce dissatisfaction amongst the 
Indians, and to persuade them that they bad 
been greatly deceived and imposed upon. 

An old chief (Mushulatubbec,) who was fa¬ 
vorable to Hie treaty,by a few of the discontent¬ 
s'! of bis district, mis been recently deposed, 
and fee name of another sent ta his office to 
receive recognition. Tbs design is probably 
to show that the people are displeased because 
he signed the' treaty. The answqf returned 
to their application was, feat, while the Go¬ 
vernment meant not to interfere with their 
mode or manner of self-government, it could 
not recognize what baa keen doao by a 
few, yet when a chief should be chosen by a 
majority or the division, and the fact so cer¬ 
tified by their General Council, ho would be 
reeorded-as properly chosen snd ba consider¬ 
ed as such. An examination of this treaty 
witl elearty show, I think, that justiee aid 
liberality have been regarded. The majority 
of the nation were satisfied when we left them; 
ahd, from information since received, yet con¬ 
tinue to be satisfied. Their so nous desire is, 
to get to a country under tho protection of fee 
United States, where they can be free from 
any liability to Slate laws, and be able to dwell 
in peace under their own customs. 

The Commissioners appointed to further 
the execution of the treaty of Buttdcs Morts 
have discharged the trust confided to them, 
and have made their report. The misunder¬ 
standing between the New-York and Green 
Bay Indians has been examined and adjusted; 
the Report to be confirmed, only requires your 
approval, agreeably to the second article 
feu treaty.

In all Ihe disbursing branches connected with 
the War Department, I am happy to any that 
punctuality and fidelity have strictly, and al¬ 
most without exeeptioo, been regarded during 
fee year. 

A new ere in the history of this country has 
within a few years, arisen in relation to Indi¬ 
an affairs. Under fee act of 1802, soil tbe 
practices of the Government resulting there¬ 
from, principles have been introduced, the cor¬ 
rectness ef which deserves serious considera¬ 
tion. By this act it is prohibited to any one 
to settle upon Indian leads, or to enter their* 
territory, and for its execution, the President 
is authorized and directed to employ fee mil¬ 
itary force of fee country. 

It ia worthy of attention bow far this act (as 
circumstances exist) is.to be considered with¬ 
in fee pile of the Constitution, and obligatory 
upon the authorities of .the Government. Be¬ 
fore the States ware members of this Union 
they were aovereiga.. Tbe United States Gov¬ 
ernment can legitimately exercise those righto 
only with whioiLfee Slates parted under tbeir 
general compact—To regulate their internal 
municipal authority is a privilege which lias 
not been surrendered. Amongst those rights 
is fee indisputable ope of controlling their citi- 
sens.and governing after tbeir own mode,wife 
this exception, that a republican form of gov¬ 
ernment u to be secured to each. The States, 
being independent snd sovereign within tbeir 
own limits can admit nomheck upon their *ov- 
ereingnty.whether, in. ito exercise it affectsone 
citizen or another—the white or fee red men. 
By courtesy tbe law has been withheld from 
an interference with’the Indians within a State 
ahd that which heretofore was mere courtesy 
is now instated upon. a*. * matter of paramount 
constitutional rignt.

In hia government he is aided by mi¬ 
nor and aubunuitato chiula, called Captains, 
each of whom act* within his particular dis¬ 
trict. The people are subordinate to the cap¬ 
tains—the captains to fee chiefs. One of these 
divisions eompoees what is called fee Christian 
District, the chief of which is a man of good 
mind, with a comjpon English education, and 
it religious. His people, too, tr* seemingly 
pious. Each night, pending the negotiation, 
until a late hour, they were at their exercises 
singing and preaching. From every informa¬ 
tion, this Christian party, as it is termed, are 
not accurateljr and correctly informed as to 
tlw principle* and faith upon which they pro¬ 
les* to act. A future state of rewards and 
punishments, for virtues or for crimes, is fash¬ 
ioned by their standard of savage lifo, and its 
enjoyments; and, in their imagination, is made 
to conform to what they conceive to be essen¬ 
tial to o*nstillite happiness or misery here.— 
Judging from tbeir devotional conduct, they 
are, to all appearances, a religious people.— 
The practice of perforating the nose and ears 
for tha purpose of ornamenting them, is ra¬ 
pidly disatmearing, and considered a tudu 
custom. ' Vermillion paint, to ornament and 
to decorate fee face, it, ia a great measure, 
given up. A Credulity in supernatural agen¬ 
cy) in witches and witchcraft, is fast yielding, 
and fee use of ardent spirits, particularly in 
ope of tbe districts, is, in a great measure, 
abandoned.

Collegiate Education —There 
which-more essentially contributes to the per¬ 
manence of our republican government, than 
the general diffusion of literature. In the pro¬ 
secution of this desirable object, Maryland bat 
liberally endowed her literary institutions.— 

We deeply regret, however, to perceive. that, 
no sooner do our young gentlemen finish their 
academical course, than they consider it abso¬ 
lutely necessary to complete their collegiate 
education at Princeton, or some college with¬ 
in the bounds of the "Universal Yankee Na¬ 
tion.” But the time has come, when this spell 
of enchantment should be dissolved; for it is 
abundantly evident, that with (he exception 
of Yale and Cambridge, there is not a college 
north of Maryland which ranks above medio¬ 
crity. In addition to this circumstance, the 
habits and manners of the Northerns and 
Southrons are quite different: the consequence 
is, that collisions and disputes often take place; 
and not unrrcquently great injustice is done 
to our Southern students. And to cap the cli¬ 
max of literary absurdities, thirty or forty 
thousand dollars, at least, by our infatuation 
and prejudice, are annually expended in other 
States, fur tho purpose of procuring a colle¬ 
giate education, when superior institutions ex¬ 
ist in our dtvn State. 

But, it may be asked, where are those ad¬ 
vantages to be obtained ? We answer, (with¬ 
out any intention of disparaging others,) at 
Si. Mary's College, in Baltimore. We are in 
possession of some statistics in regard to this 
venerable institution, which shew it to be infe 
rior to few in the country. There are there, at 
preseii t, upwards of one hundred and thirty 
students; it posseses ample funds,—an eaten 
•ive and valuable library,—a splendid philo 
sophical apparatus, for demonstrations in na¬ 
tural philosophy and chemistry,—and about 
twenty professors and tutors in its various do 
partments. 

In recommending every Marylander who 
aspires to a collegiate education, to enter tome 
college in our own State, it is due to ourselves 
to disclaim the imputation which some may be 
disposed to cast upon us, of being influenced 
by local partialities afid prepossessions. We 
are actuated alone by a solicitude for the lite¬ 
rary reputation of our own State, and for the 
.advantage of our own citizens. 

Ou our first page will be found an article 
giving some statistics in regard to Yalecoliege. 
From these it will be seen that Maryland, with 
a population inferior, we believe,to two-thirds 
of the States of this Union, sends to that col 
lege more students tban any other state ex¬ 
cept Connecticut, Massachusetts and New- 
York. Can it be that the mere name of hav¬ 
ing graduated at Yale, is to continue to draw 
from us annually such iminc 
necessary for the education of our youth?—or 
shall we not rather look to the talents of our 
young gentlemen, than to their diplomas, to 
settle the question of their usefulness ? 

For our own part we have but little regard 
to names—and if we could, with some of our 
friends, boast a splendid education, we should 
be perfectly satisfied that St. John’s, St. Ma¬ 
ry's, Washington, or any other school, should 
enjoy the credit. Indeed, we should equalled 
revere the mud-chinked walls of the school 
house we first entered, (if, peradventure they 
exist,) at we should the splendid porticos,domes 
and towers of Cambridge, Yale or Princeton. 
Let u«, then, support the institutions of our 
own State—or at least lend our influence to 
build up an institution which shall be creditable 
to ourselves,and advantageous to posterity.

It is very agreeable to find by various rccent { 
intimations, that the present French govern¬ 
ment has manifested a becoming appreciation 
of our long standing and meritorious claims to 
indemnity, arising out of spoliations commit¬ 
ted under color of authority from the Imperial 
Government, without regard to the common 
principles which all the world are bound to 
reapect. It is highly creditable to our present 
energetic, and paternal chief magistrate, that 
the interests oi so re-pcctnble and important 
a class of our fellow citixens, as the body of 
merchant* confessedly are, have been regard¬ 
ed with the deep solicitude which the amount 
of their claims, and the immutable principles 
of justice upon which they rest, so justly in¬ 
spire. 

The French notion is the debtor; and nei¬ 
ther lapse of time nor change of government, 
can, in any degree, lessen the perfect obliga¬ 
tion which originally and always marked the 
transaction. The recent revolution, howcv 
er, adds something to this re*|>onsibility, since 
the new government professes to adopt the 
principles upon which our own it founded, 
and which are at once the boast and orna¬ 
ment of an intelligent and happy people.— 
Protection to our own people and jtutice to all, 
we hold up at the base of ours, as we dfsirc 
to see it the bate of all governments; and while 
we witness tlie moral rffect of this principle, 
upon the hitherto depredatory governments of 
France, Spain, England, Brazil, and otliers of 
South America and Denmark,—who, each in 
turn, has acknowledged the justice and policy 
ofmeetiog tout indemnification for wrongs com¬ 
mitted—and now France again—let us be 
quite sure that nothing remains on our part, to 
maintain the efficacy of this salutary .peaceful, 
and benignant principle, which we have to 
many motive* of interest, policy, and patriot¬ 
ism," for recommending in its broadest sente to 
the adoption of every nation. 

It it not true, that tbe United States re¬ 
ceived from France, in behalf of our mer¬ 
chants, thirty year* ago, a large indemnifica¬ 
tion which haa not been paid over to them? 
And have not the sufferers been left to lan¬ 
guish, even unto death, with incessant com¬ 
plaint upon their lips? They hold Uie official 
declaration from the Executive Department 
of our government, that “the rluimt from 
which Franca was released, were admitted by 
sums as are J f raoc g t an ,| the release was for a valuable con¬ 
sideration in a correspondent release of the 
United States front certain claims on them;'’ 
and the repented favorable reports of commit¬ 
tees,to both house* of Congress, have uniform¬ 
ly and most unequivocally established that the 
claims rest upon irrefutable justice. 

A highly respectful and must earnest ap¬ 
peal was submitted to the President twelve 
mouths ago, haring for it* object to induce 
bis recommendation of their claims to the fa¬ 
vorable consideration of Congress; but lie was 
not then, as now, thoroughly informed of the 
details, and hence the subject was held under 
advisement. 

None can doubt that be will be most prompt 
and zealous in efforts to efface this stain from 
tbe reputation of our country, and that the 
time consumed in the consideration of the 
case, will be more than compensated by ilia 
efficiency of the means he ahall adopt to sc 
cure the desired object.

it. The slaves arc then employed in getting 
the wood necessary for the manufacture, or in 
making hogsheads, until the cane is ripe, 
which is about the first of November. It is 
thi n from five to ten feet in height, (some¬ 
times fifteen, but not commonly.) The fir Ids 
have then an appearance not unlike extensive 
corn fields. Tbe leaves do not grow within 
four or five feet of the ground. All hands are 
then turned out with cleavers, or short knives, 
to cut the cine. They strike as near the 
ground at possible, for there is more juiee near 
the root, and cut off the top near tbe leaves. 

It requires no preparation for the mil). The 
cane passes between three cylinders which 
mash it entirely, extracting the juice which 
drops into a reservoir upon one vide, while the 
broken cane falls on the other. The juice is 
of a fine cream-colour. It is boiled in four 
large kettles, which are fixed over a furnace, 
being dipped from one to the other, and all 
extraneous matter being skimmed off during 
the process of boiling and evaporation. In 
the fourth boiler llie good sugar is of a light 
straw colour. From this it runs into the 
coalers, holding a hogshead or more each, 
from whcuce in a few hours it is ready to put 
in the hogsheads. These stand in what is call¬ 
ed the Purgerie, upon a false bottom, or upon 
beams, over large vats, which receiye the mo¬ 
lasses—lu ten days ora fortnight from the 
time the cane is cut, the sugar is sufficiently 
drained to he shipped.—The wbule process is 
very simple—although 1 four the description 
is not vary plain. From eight to ten hogs¬ 
heads are generally made in a day, and these, 
at five cents a pound are worth $50 each.— 
Upon soma plantations nine hundred and I 
thousand hogsheads are made in a year. 

The Sugar Planters here raise nothing else. 
They purchase all their corn, beef, pork, rice, 
cattle. Sic. so that, although their profits may 
he great, the expenses of even a moderate 
sized plantation are very considerable. Slaves 
are worth from five to seven hundred and 
even a thousand dollars each. It is necessary 
to have on every plantation a sugar boiler, one 
or more overseers, snd a uegro-driver. 

Of New-Oriesns I can tell you but little 
for ray stay there was short, owing to a pre¬ 
ference for other places. The ancient city 
is entirely Freuch in its narrow streets, its 
low tiled wooden buildings'; its homely men 
good looking women, and its language
